A NEW "AUTHORIZED" VERSION OF THE BIBLE 


For the past two years plans have been in 
the making for a great celebration through- 
out all Protestantism in connection with the 
publication of the new Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the Bible. This significant event 
Is to take place as a part of Christian Ed- 
ucation Week in 1952. 


From this point on specific reference to the 
celebration will appear in both the reli- 
gious and secular press. A special worship 
service has been made available for use dur- 
ing the Sunday church school session on 
September 28, 1952. Similar helps are being 
prepared for the youth fellowship program on 
the evening of Sunday, September 28. 


On Tuesday evening, September 30, there will 
be at least 3,000 community interdenomina- 
tional rallies held all across America. It 
is in connection with this meeting that the 
new complete Bible will make its first ap- 
pearance to the public. In fact, it will be 
impossible to either purchase or see a copy 
prior to that evening. One million copies 
of the new Bible will be published in the 
first run. 


It is interesting to note that the new 
Revised Standard Version of the Bible stands 
in the historic line of authorized versions 
of the English Bible. It is designed to be 
read in the public worship of the church and 
to be used in its educational work and in 
the homes of all members. 


While many individual translations are on 
record, the only authorized versions of the 
English Bible have been:

RIDAY RESIGNS 


Word has just reached us of the resignation 
of GEORGE &. RIDAY as the director of Chris- 
tian education in Detroit, Michigan. He 
will be closing his work in Detroit on Jan- 
vary 31, 1952, in order to join the faculty 
of Alderson-Broaddus College as Dean of Men 
and instructor in educational psychology. 


Mr. Riday began his present work in Detroit 
on December 1, 1947. During his short min- 
istry he has won many friends for the cause 
of Christian education. We are exceedingly 
sorry to lose him from our fellowship. 


WHAT ABOUT WEEKDAY RELIGIOUS EDUCATION? 
While accurate statistics are difficult to 
secure it is estimated that approximately 
2,200,000 Protestant and Catholic children 
in more than 40 states are now enrolled in 
weekday religious education classes. Pro- 
testants number about 1,250,000 and Roman 
Catholics 1,000,000. 


These figures clearly indicate that the 
weekday religious education movement has 
fully recovered from the setback it suffered 
a couple of years ago at the hands of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. In fact, 
several of the more established systems are 
reporting new all time “highs" in enroll- 
ment.

1952 L aBORATORY Scxoozs 
Two laboratory schools at Green Lake are 
planned for the 1952 season: 


FIRST SCHOOL -- June 28-July 12 


For first-, second-, third-, and fourth-year 
student teachers and superintendents in the 
Children's Division, and for professional 
directors of Christian education. The eight- 
een directors who attended last summer ex- 
pressed the conviction that every director 
of Christian education in the American Bap- 
tist Convention should attend the laboratory 
school at least one year. 


SECOND SCHOOL -- July 26-August 9 


For first-year students only, who work with 
children and junior high boys and girls. 


Rev. Jackson Wilcox, national Director of 
Junior High work will supervise the Junior 
High Department in the school. 


Again, a special section will be conducted 
for general superintendents and ministers 


for one week. They may attend oither the 
first week or the second. The 26 persons in 
that section last summer were highly enthu- 
Siastic about the help they received for 
their responsibilities in administration. 


We would urge every Area director to try to 
find ways of getting several key persons to 
attend the laboratory schools, such as selec- 
ted general superintendents, directors in 
local churches, and association chairmen of 
children's work.

BETTER BAPTIST CHURCH SCHOOLS 


It is diffioult to think of anything which 
builds the local church faster and better 
than an effective church school. We know 
that the Sunday church school, usually the 
largest school of the church, has been a 
vital part of the life of the church. Yet 
only the day before yesterday a teacher 
asked me, "Why is it that the American Bap- 
tist Convention does not have a program 
which promotes cooperation of the Sunday 
school and church?" She was amazed and 
pleased to learn that the Achievement Plan 
provides for the integration of the Sunday 
school into the total program of the church. 


Let's help the churches! 


Churches need to have goals which help them 
to reach great objectives. The Achievement 
Plan points the direction toward which a 
Sunday church school should go. It acts as 
a "gauge of progress" toward desired ends. 
The ten goals involve organization, curricu- 
lum, methods, attendance, enrollment, in- 
crease, enlistment, evangelism, leadership 
training, missionary cooperation, and other 
worthy functions.

Christian education workers want to know why 
the Achievement Plan. Let us interpret the 
values of the plan, its purposes, and ways 
and means of achieving the goals. of 
schools reporting, goals 6, 8, 9, and 10 are 
least often reached. To help a school reach 
one of these goals may help it at its great- 
est point of need. A Sunday church school 
should not be helped to become a winner of 
the Achievement Award so much as to help it 
overcome a place of need in its road to pro- 
gress. A church should reach what goals it 
can, six goals this year, eight the next, 
and ten the next. Encourage churches to re- 
port their progress. A certificate may be 
earned by achieving any number of goals if 
such goals are reported by the church. 


Any Sunday church school may enroll at the 
beginning of any month and continue for 
twelve consecutive months. Many churches 
have found the Achievement Plan helpful year 
after year. Is your school enrolled? Does 
it have some definite plan and program of 


progress? A better church school means a 
better church! Let's help our. church 
schools!

STRATEGY "B" SUCCESSFUL IN WEST VIRGINIA AS 
DIRECTOR HARRIS HANDLES PROMOTION 


The long look at the needs, 
thorough preparation, and 
continuous promotion put 
over thé program lmown as 
Strategy "B." The more de- 
scriptive term used for in- 
structing deans and teach- 
ers of leadership courses 
was that of Leadership Edu- 
cation Coaching Conference. 
Dr. Asa B. Harris, Jr., State 
Director of Christian Edu- 
cation for the West Virginia Baptist Conven- 
tion, had along with others considered the 
use of Strategy "B" for a long while. In 
February of 1951 it became clear that such a 
program was needed. Things became more de- 
finite with those responsible for handling 
Christian education affairs and promotion 
began. It did not end until the eleven con- 
ferences were under way. 


The West Virginia Hills were never more col- 
orful than during the dates for which the 
conferences were scheduled, September 30 - 
October 9 and 20 = 27. West Virginia has 
rated at the top among the number of credits 
earned. Now they were determined to coach 
teachers and deans. 


Coaching Conferences were held at Parkers- 
burg, Grafton, Weston, Summersville, Alder- 
son, Beckley, West Logan, Winfield, Marmet, 
Huntington, and Williamson. Many churches 
met the request by sending to a conference 
five persons, four to be coached in teaching 
one of the four Basic Courses and the fifth 
to be coached as a dean of a Standard Lead- 
ership School. About 750 attended and took 
the training. Most of the conferences were 
held in two consecutive days with five hours 
of coaching provided. 


The team of four who acted as coaches were 
Asa B. Harris, Jr.; Grace Turley, West Vir- 
ginia Baptist Convention Director of Chil- 
dren's Activities; Waldo Jackson, Area Mis- 
sionary of the West Virginia Baptist Conven- 
tion; and James E. Fidler, Director of Lead- 
ership Education for the American Baptist 
Convention. The coaches evaluated each ses- 
sion and concluded that the conferences were 
of great value. It was agreed that the con- 
ferences should strengthen the local church 
leadership program of enlisting and develop- 
ing teachers and other leaders. 
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LOCAL CHURCH DIRECTORS 


Many and enriching are the experiences and 
opportunities available to directors. Two 
profitable programs are scheduled in early 
1952. | The first is the Training Institute 
for Baptist directors scheduled for Berke- 
ley, California. While this is in the West- 
ern Area and one to which directors of the 
far west most often attend, it is open to 
all Baptist directors. Already, one east- 
erner has made inquiries about it. [The 
other conference, interdenominational in 
character, will be held at Columbus, Ohio, 
and is sponsored by the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. The pro- 
gram in either case will be pointed to help 
the local director on the job.

CAMP TRAINING 


A series of eleven interdenominational camps 
for training church camp leaders will be 
held in April and May, 1952, throughout the 
United States.

Training in actual 
small-group living, camp skills, and inter- 
pretation of camp philosophy will be includ- 
ed. Each area will have a quota of Baptist 
camp leaders in proportion to the Baptist 
population of the area. Those leaders who 
can best train other camp leaders should be 
sent to this session. It is a camp program 
to train leaders of leaders. A team of five 
or six national leaders will act as resource 
people in each camp. The following dates 
and areas have just been released. Camp 
sites will be announced later.

NATIONAL CAMP, 1952 


One of the best pieces of news is that the 
National Camp for training church camp lead- 
ers is to be repeated this coming summer. 
Last summer almost forty people had an un- 
forgettable experience of outdoor living at 
National Camp, Port Jervis, New York. This 
camp, owned and operated by Outdoor Educa- 
tion Association and directed by Dr. L. B. 
Sharp, has long been the center for training 
public educators in outdoor education. In 
1951 the Special Committee on Camps and Con- 
ferences of the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ sponsored a church camp 
leaders! training camp at National Camp with 
Dr. Sharp directing. This camp proved a turn- 
ing point in the life of many church camps 
and the experience was so significant that 
it seemed to everyone that this experience 
must be provided for more church leaders. 


The 1952 dates are August 15 - September 11 
at Port Jervis, New York. Our Baptist quota 
is six. Those who are seriously involved in 
camp leadership should give careful consid- 
eration to taking this training. The cost is 
as follows: $25.00 for registration, $151.00 
for board and room. Those who want graduate 
credit for this work from Teachers College, 
Columbia University, may receive such credit 
by paying the additional tuition fee. Those 
interested should write to this Department 
as soon as possible for more details.

CAMPING AS A PROFESSION 


A large number of young people are asking: 
"What opportunities are there in camping for 
a life work?" There are few positions that 
give more satisfaction than the work of liv- 
ing with youth in the outdoors. An increas- 
ing number of young people are writing their 
master thesis in the field of camping. A 
few observations may be of help. 


1. The opportunities for positions in full- 
time camping within the church are extremely 
limited. The national Director of Camps and 
Assemblies, a few state directors of camping, 
and anumber of local camp directors and 
business managers is about the extent of 
these opportunities. 


2. Since most of the camping done by Bap- 
tist churches is done through the Department 
of Christian Education, the Director of 
Christian Education is the person who is 
most closely related to the camping field. 
We are recommending that those who wish to 
enter the field of camping enter it through 
this broader field. The problem here is 
that most directors have a background of the 
ministry and the average layman interested 
in camping would have trouble securing such 
a@ position in this manner. 


5. If a person did not wish to enter camp- 
ing through the general field of Christian 
education, the best opportunities rest in 
agency or private camping, scouting, YMCA, 
and other camp programs. The possible Chris- 
tian content of these programs should chal- 
lenge many who do not wish to enter the 
church vocation field but wish to express 
their Christian convictions through the 
camping experience. 


4. Possibly the most exciting field at 
present is the public school teaching field 
with the emerging public school camping pro=- 
gram. In the opinion of many this is the 
real camp field of the future. It has the 
advantage of allowing a young person with a 
college training to enter the camping field 


without seminary training. The Christian 
implications of public school camping are 
tremendous since camping is more than a 


classroom situation and involves actual liv- 
ing. Many people feel that religion is so 
much a part of camping that it will be im- 
possible to create the same dualism in camp- 
ing that has taken place between religion 
and education in the public schools.
